District has been given a 
favorable ruling by the lith 
Court of Civil Appeals in 
Eastland involving a lawsuit 
filed by a group of Jones 
County taxpayers 
In February, 104th District 
Court Judge J. Neil Daniel 
ruled in favor of the hospital 
district, overruling a jury 
verdict which had favored the 
taxpayers At the same time 
Judge Daniel entered a 
judgement in favor of the 
Stamford Hospital District 
which was involved in a 
similar suit. 
John Watts, a partner in the 
local law firm of Willingham 
and Watts, attorneys for the 
Hamlin Hospital District, 
said that naturally the 
district was quite pleased 
with the Court of Civil Ap­ 
peals decision in the case 
Frank Scarborough of 
Abilene, attorney for the 
taxpayers in the Southern 
part of Jones County who 
flied the suit, said Friday that 
he hadn't had a chance to 
study the Eastland court's 
opinion or to discuss it with 
his clients But he said he will 
“probably file a motion for a 
rehearing and pursue the 
appeal.”

Hamlin’s 
Bicentennial 
Project in the horizons 
division, related to the future, 
is beginning to take shape at 
the south edge of the city, 
thanks to the efforts of many 
Hamlin residents and even 
visitors. 
People with varied talents 
and interests have joined 
together to change an un­ 
sightly entrance into the city 
into a proposed roadside 
park. Teenagers, retired 
people, professional people, 
homemakers, represen­ 
tatives of all ethnic groups, 
have pooled their energy, 
time and resourcefulness to 
provide a roadside park of 
beauty and enjoyment. 
Early efforts saw the 
residents of Hamlin, led by 
then mayor Joe E. Ford, 
raise funds to purchase an 
abandoned motel building 
and clear the site. An old 
drive-in theater, also aban­ 
doned and deteriorating, was 
tom down and the ground 
levelled. 
Members of the Highway 
Department volunteered to 
help design the proposed 
roadside park and plans have 
been made for shrubbery and 
trees to be donated. 
Dirt work at the park site 
also included cleaning the 
creek nearby of debris and 
altering its course. 
A cactus garden now cir­ 
cles the area and work is well 
underway for a huge Pied 
Piper under the arch from the 
motel that was left standing. 
The Pied Piper, mascot of 
Hamlin’s athletic teams, is 
being constructed by Mr. and 
Mrs. Joe Norton and Mrs. C. 
L. Howard with the help of 
many others. 
The cactus garden under 
the guidance of Mrs. C. 
Weldon Griggs has been a 
project of the Xi Gamma Pi 
sorority chapter. Members of 
the Hamlin Future Farmers 
of America and their advisor 
Milburn Wink have assisted 
by transplanting specimens 
for the garden. 
Early work on the Piper 
project was a slab prepared 
by Buford Bigham. 
After plans for the figure 
were made by Mrs. Norton, 
the armature was welded by 
Young Bill Maddox and 
Charles Ledbetter, using

After the skeleton of the 
Piper was finished, the shape 
of the figure had to be formed 
with plaster lath. The Nor­ 
tons and Mrs. Howard spent 
many hours shaping the mesh 
which is being covered with 
cement and epoxy mixture 
before it is painted. Water­ 
proofing will come later by 
Will Ribera, contractor, who 
has volunteered his services.

Polk of Austin, and others 
assisted in plastering the 
form. 
Mrs. Norton, who volun­ 
teered at the beginning to 
construct the Piper, said 
many people have been ac­ 
tive in the work.

Hamlin’s 
Bicentennial 
general chairman, have 
provided aid in securing 
materials and assistance. 
Many who have not been 
active in the work at the park 
have donated money toward 


it, Joe Ford mentioned. 
Mrs. Robert Goodgame, 
local artist, drew a picture of 
the proposed park. Others 
who have helped are Freddie 
Franklin, Bill Moore, Sharon 
Hudgins and Mrs. Richard 
Young Sr. 


A lot of work is still to be 
done and several organ­ 
izations have volunteered 
their services. A lot more 
people will need to be in­ 
volved to see the project to 
completion. Plans call for 
park benches and tables in 
the future.

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A RECORD AMOUNT- 
County Residents Have 


Over *3,600,000 In Savings 


(Special to the Herald) 
NEW 
YORK, 
Because 
residents of Jones County 
accumulated 
a 
record 
amount of savings in the past 
year they are in better 
financial shape now than they 
have been for some time. 
They salted away a greater 
proportion of their income 
than normally, putting much 
of it into savings banks, 
savings and loan accounts, U. 
S. savings bonds and the like. 
A considerable part of their 
unspent cash went, also 
toward reducing their out­ 
standing consumer debt, thus 
improving their financial 
stability still more. 
The amount of new money 
that 
the 
Jones 
County 
population stowed away 
during the year in the various 
types of savings came to an 
estimated $3,612,000. 
The finding is based upon 
national data gathered oy the 


Federal Reserve Board, the 
Conference Board and others 
and upon income and spend­ 
ing figures for each area of 
the country. 
The reports show that, for 
the United States as a whole, 
personal savings during the 
past year amounted to nearly 
$91 billion, or about 8.3 
percent of disposable income 
after taxes. This compares 
with $74 billion the year 
before, when the rate of 
saving was 7.5 percent. 
The large nest egg of 
savings in the hands of local 
families 
represents 
a 
treasure trove of additional 
spending power. When their 
confidence in the stability of 
the present economic re­ 
covery returns and they 
decide the time is right, this 
pent-up money could spark a 
big buying surge.

Tomatoes generally have a 
high 
acid 
content 
and 
therefore are a natural for 
canning 
However, certain factors 
can lower the acidity of these 
vegetables, and this calls for 
an additional step in can­ 
ning 
"Over-maturity is one of 
the key factors that reduces 
the 
acid 
content 
of 
tomatoes.” points out Necy 
Wilburn. County Extension 
Agent ‘‘This loss of acidity 
occurs both on and off the 
vine 
Soft, 
w ater-soaked 
tom atoes 
should 
not 
be 
canned since the end product 
will be unsatisfactory and the 
risk of food 
poisoning 
is 
high ” 
E xcessive rainfall com ­ 
bined with high tem peratures 
can steam tomatoes, causing 
them 
to 
becom e 
w ater- 
soaked and to 
lose their 
acidity, explains the agent 
"C ertain 
v arieties 
of 
tom atoes 
are 
less 
acid 
although information is still 
lacking on this factor,” notes 
Mrs. Wilburn "The Golden 
Varieties have a tendencv to 


be lower in acidity than most 
other varieties, but there is 
no real proof that they fall 
into the low acid class The 
varieties Patio and Beefsteak 
have also been considered by 
some to be lower in acidity ” 
If the housewife happens to 
have a supply of low acid 
tomatoes to can. what steps 
should tx' taken to do this 
safely” 
"The best precaution in 
canning low-acid tomatoes is 
to add 4 teaspoon of citric 
acid per pint," advises the 
agent "Although this lowers 
the acidity of the tomatoes to

food 


poisoning bacteria, it will not 
improve the quality of the 
tom atoes 
Therefore, it’s 
important that only fresh- 
picked.
